Brown will need to forsake his 
base to win big 


In politics, goes the old s; 
dance with the one who brung ya. 
Patrick Brown, the Ontario Progressive 
Conservative party’s ambitious, 
energetic, slippery-as-an-eel new 
leader, will succeed precisely to the 
extent he can step all over this maxim 
without alienating the legions of his 
supporters, more than 40,000 strong, 
who as of Saturday, constitute his 
party's new base. It won’t be easy. 

With the Barrie Conservative MP's 
stunning upset victory over Christine 
Elliott, regarded as the candidate of 
the centre, will Brown lead his party 
— thumped in 2007,2011 and 2014 
because of catastrophic mistakes by 
its leaders — back out to the fringe, 
ensuring it a fourth straight loss in 
2018? 

The new Ontario Tory leader, a 
federal Conservative backbencher, 
voted to revisit same-sex marriage 
nearly a decade ago. And, he bears the 
stamp of approval of the anti-abortion 
Campaign Life Coalition. Though 
Brown said in a recent interview with 
CBC Radio that he now accepts same- 
sex marriage, he also has declined to 
say whether he will attend Toronto's 
Pride parade. Given such attendance 
is now routine for Ontario politicians, 
such a position is telling. 

Further, Brown has made himself the 
standard-bearer for parents opposed 
to the Ontario Ministry of Education’s 
revised physical and health education 
curriculum, which has been updated 
to reflect the existence of texting 
and the Internet. There’s a great deal 
more than that to the plan — all 240 
earnest, plodding pages of it — but 
that’s the political nub. As many have 
already argued, the curriculum's tone 
is morally conservative, if anything. 
When set against the wild claims being 
bandied about, it is innocuous beyond 
belief. 

There's some tactical and strategic 
method in Brown’s position, however. 
His win benefited from an effort to 
court new Canadians and cultural and 
religious minorities. For many recent 




However, Ontario is overwhelming 
centrist, particularly on issues of 
gender and sexual orientation, poll 
after poll — and election after election, 
including the most recent one — have 
shown. In order to court enough voters 
to win a plurality, Brown will therefore 
need to grow well beyond his socially- 
conservative friends. Otherwise, he 
risks doing just what John Tory did in 
'07, and Tim Hudakin ’ll and '14. 

Brown has said he’s a “pragmatic” 
Conservative, willing to borrow (read 
steal) ideas from any party or source, if 
they’re "good for Ontario.” He also has 
been mushy about making hard policy 
promises, beyond that he’ll consult 
widely with just about everyone, 
about just about everything. Both the 
pragmatism and the vagueness will 
work in his favour, should he choose to 
pivot to the centre. 

Weighing against that will be that 
his most ardent supporters — 40,000 
of whom bought party memberships 
at $10 a pop — presumably expect him 
to advocate nothing less than a rolling 
back of bewildering modernity itself, 
same-sex marriage, sexdng, Internet 
pom, the lot. 

Brown clearly has a terrific ground 
game, is energetic and personally 
engaging. He won this in a rout, 
from outside Queen's Park. He has 
yet to resign his federal seat or seek 
one in the legislature. If he truly is a 
pragmatist, and is able to edge his way 
slowly away from the so-con zealots 
— just as Stephen Harper once turned 
away from Christian evangelicals — 
then he may surprise everyone. If, on 
the other hand, he allows himself to be 
permanently branded as the guy who 
wants to bum down sex ed, then he’s 
probably doomed. 

Ontarians seeking an alternative to 
Premier Kathleen Wynne or Liberalism 
can only hope he chooses the former.

Parliament Oak School will 
not open this September, but 
it was evident Monday the 
school closure is not shutting 
down this community’s pas¬ 
sion for local education.

alternatives for future direc- 

Some of the options pre¬ 
sented were a new communi¬ 
ty-created school, the expan¬ 
sion of current local indepen¬ 
dent schools, and the creation 
of a new, publicly-funded 
school board, with many also 
advocating for amalgamation 
of the Catholic and public 
boards. 

However, while the meet¬ 
ing raised ideas, many speak¬ 
ers were concerned about the 
lack of time. 

Although it’s expected the 
Parliament Oak property will 
not be put up for sale for a 
few years, many of the pro¬ 
poses for future solutions 
will require time to put into 
place, lending an added sense 
of urgency to the dis¬ 
cussions. 

The CARE team 
echoed the enthusi¬ 
asm of the attendees, 
brainstorming the 
ideas presented.

It’s disheartening for 
Tom Elltoft to see the high 
school he attended stripped 

Now a member of CARE 
(Citizens for Accountable 
and Responsible 

Education), Elltoft toured 
the facility this week with 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte, and 
was pleasandy surprised at 
the overall-good condition 
of the school, now owned 
by the town, but saddened 
by its stark, empty rooms. 

"It’s sad that it's empty, 
especially when you see 
the gym,” said Elltoft. 

“People sponsored the 
signs, and the new floor. 
But it’s in great shape.” 

The gymnasium looks 
the same as it did when 
used by students for the 
last time, and the floor 
financed by the community 
is ready for a dance being 
planned by CARE that will 
bring new life to the aging 
building, at least temporar¬ 
ily- 

The local Catholic school 
board isn’t jumping at the 
opportunity to offer sec¬ 


ondary school education in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake at the 
moment, but it also isn't 
closing the door on future 
partnerships. 

The town will be solicit¬ 
ing expressions of interest 
for using the building, 
hopefully in the next cou¬ 
ple of months, said Darte, 
who had been floating the 
idea of leasing the former 
Niagara District Secondary 
School property to the 
Catholic board. 

But after analyzing the 
data, the board has said it’s 

the "foreseeable future.” 

Darte said he wasn’t sur¬ 
prised at the news, but he is 
optimistic about the possi¬ 
bility of exploring opportu¬ 
nities for the future. 

The decision, as stated in 
a letter from Niagara 
Catholic District School 
Board Fr.

The Elementary 
Teachers’ Federation of 
Ontario returned to the 
bargaining table Monday 
- a move hailed as prog¬ 
ress by Premier Kathleen 
Wynne and Education 
Minister Liz Sandals - but 
union negotiators quit the 
meeting after deciding 
nothing had changed. 

In a statement, ETFO 
president Sam Hammond 
said the union returned to 
bargaining at the request 
of a mediator but the gov¬ 
ernment and the Ontario 
Public School Boards’ 
Association continue to 
demand concessions of 
public elementary teach- 

"ETFO will continue 
phase one of its work-to- 
rule strike action,” 
Hammond said. “In order 
for real progress to be 
made at the central table, 
OPSBA and the Liberal 
government need to 
reconsider their conces¬ 
sion-based approach to 
central bargaining. 

“When these conces¬ 
sions were initially tabled, 
OPSBA and the govern¬ 
ment stated that they were 
'opening positions’ only. 
ETFO would like to move 
beyond opening positions 
to meaningful bargain¬ 
ing." 

Public elementary 
teachers across Ontario 
began an “administrative” 
work-to-rule campaign 
Monday that involves a 
refusal to participate in 
EQAO student testing and 
professional develop- 

Teachers will provide 


grades for report cards but 

Parents and students in 
Niagara are being mini¬ 
mally impacted. 

On its website, the 
DSBN said all its elemen¬ 
tary schools would be 
open, and school activities 
are not expected to be 
affected. 

"Under the terms of the 
job action, teachers will 
not perform duties related 
to the EQAO, fill in for 
principals or complete 
report card comments,” 
said the post. 

Kim Yielding, the 
DSBN’s spokeswoman, 
adds extracurricular 
events such as field trips, 
athletics and clubs are still 

"Our schools are safe 
places and all of our nor¬ 
mal safety practices will 
occur during the job 
action,” Yielding said. 
"Teachers will perform 
their scheduled supervi¬ 
sion duties as usual.” 

The DSBN says it is con¬ 
tinuing its local negotia¬ 
tions “in good faith.” 

“However, under the 
terms of provincial legisla¬ 
tion, there are a number of 
items that must be bar¬ 
gained at the provincial 
level.”

A year from now, Jackie 
Maxwell knows how all 
the interviews will go. 
Questions about leaving, 
about her final season, 
about summing up her 
Shaw Festival career. The 
2016 season — her 14th 
— will be her last.

Another big musical. 

The return of Eliza

surprises. In many ways, 
a typical Jackie Maxwell 
season since she took 
over this Niagara-on-the- 
Lake institution in 2003.

Former regional coun¬ 
cillor Debbie Zimmerman

David 
Barrick that puts the ini¬ 
tiative on hold in favour 
of asking the municipali¬ 
ties of Welland, St. 
Catharines and Niagara 


Falls and their transit 

together on a new model 
of serving other munici¬ 
palities. 

“Disappointing, holy 
Hannah!” Zimmerman 
said Monday afternoon. 
“The fundamental debate 
here has been we've been 
engaging people to sup¬ 
port getting GO Transit 
(trains), but how do we 
do that when we don’t 
have a seamless system?” 


The Region has been 
funding inter-municipal 
transit under a pilot proj¬ 
ect started in 2011 in 
which grants are provided 
to Niagara’s three main 
transit operators — St. 
Catharines Transit, 
Niagara Falls Transit, 
Welland Transit — to pro¬ 
vide the service. The pilot 
was to last three years, 
but was extended to 
September. 


A report to council on 
Thursday showed a 
mapped out strategy staff 
was prepared to under¬ 
take to get the triple 
majority. The strategy 
included two presenta¬ 
tions to each of Niagara’s 
12 communities. The first 
presentation would give 
an overview of inter-mu¬ 
nicipal transit and get 
feedback on what a bylaw 
creating the service 
should include. The sec¬ 


ond meeting would be to 
present the bylaw devel¬ 
oped with their input and 
to ask for support. 

The passing of Barrick’s 
motion put that on hold. 

Barrick and Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati 
said they favoured the 
connectivity models cur¬ 
rently in place with cer¬ 
tain municipalities — Port 
Colborne pays Welland 
Transit to run a bus to 
Port, while Fort Erie is 
connected to Niagara 
Falls by that town’s transit 
system and Thorold is 
serviced under a agree¬ 
ment with St Catharines 
Transit. 

Diodati said he and the 
mayors of Welland and St. 
Catharines and their tran¬ 
sit commissions have had 
ongoing informal discus¬ 
sions for years about pro¬ 
viding service to outlying 
municipalities. 

“The idea we had dis¬ 
cussed was rather than 
forcing transit and forc¬ 
ing (municipalities) to 
pay for a service that 
maybe they don’t want or 
can’t afford that we would 
do it as a service that you 
pay for,” Diodati said, 
using Grimsby as an 
example that could be 
serviced by St. Catharines 

He said that model can 
be employed as "the sys¬

tem grows and matures 
into a full system.” 

“Eventually ... one day 
this will become one great 
big system. It’s a big geog¬ 
raphy and not enough 
demography and until it 
all comes together, that’s

“We’re not talking about 
eliminating regional ser¬ 
vice ... we’re just saying 
it’s a different approach 
— the communities that 
want it can pay." 

Diodati said the triple 
majority is “never going 
to happen. So that’s just a 
waste of time and waste 
of energy.” 

While hopeful the 
motion will not be sup¬ 
ported at next week’s 
regional council meeting, 
Zimmerman said a sin¬ 
gle-fare system is integral 
to moving people around 
Niagara. 

“To abandon a single¬ 
fare box is just silly, at this 
stage,” Zimmerman said. 
“A single fare-box is what 
makes it easy for people 
to travel through the 

Niagara Falls regional 
Coun. Bart Maves and 
Andy Petrowski of St. 
Catharines called the 
pilot program a failed 
experiment. 

In response to a ques¬ 
tion from Petrowski, man¬ 
ager of transportation 
systems and planning 
Kumar Ranjan said 
regional transit system 
buses, when excluding 
post-secondary students, 
have had an average rid- 
ership of four people on 
32-seat buses. 

Zimmerman remains 
convinced ridership 
would increase with a 
unified system. 

“It’s proven a link 
works,” Zimmerman said. 
“The growth in that link, 
that hub, it needs the 
spokes, and the spokes 
aren’t feeding into the 
hub, and that’s the big 
problem. We don’t have 
that consistency of fare 
box from one municipali¬ 
ty to the other.”

St. Catharines regional Coun. 
Bruce Timms said he was against 
the motion because it was unex- 

“The motion ... is contrary to the 
intention of the meeting,” Timms 

“Very often I complain that we 
have a meeting to receive a report 
and a drastic action is pushed our 
way. This time, maybe it’s an appro¬ 
priate motion for three weeks from 
now so the entire council is aware 
that that's the question on the floor. 

“I have supported this regional 
transit all the way through, from the 
point of view of economic develop¬ 
ment, for the key to getting to work, 
for the low-incomed being able to 
get to city to city, from job to job. 
Also because I believe it is impor¬ 
tant to the argument for GO rail to 
Niagara." 

Earlier, in response to a question 


from Niagara Falls regional Coun. 
Selina Volpatti, Chair Alan Caslin 
and commissioner of public works 
Ron Tripp said no one at the prov¬ 
ince has stipulated an inter-munici¬ 
pal transit system is a necessity in 
order to get regular GO train service 
to Niagara. Tripp noted, however, a 
regional transit system is included 
in the Region’s GO train business 
case to the province. 

“How can you go to the govern¬ 
ment and ask for that as part of your 
business case and then go the next 
week and pass a motion to say, 
we’re not even going to pursue get¬ 
ting a triple majority?” Zimmerman 
said. 

In the end, Caslin broke a tie 
among councillors and Barrick’s 
motion passed. It must now go to 
regional council for final approval. 

Staff would still be able to 
approach municipal councils, but 
would only speak of the history and 
background of the pilot program.
